Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
2. The rejection of claims 1-6 and 13-38 under 35 USC 103(a) over Van den 
Broek et al. (US 3,972,906) is maintained. 

Applicant argues the claimed compounds are unobvious based on unexpected 
properties. In both the declaration of Dr. Hochberg and the remarks filed May 7, 2007, 
applicant argues that unlike the prior art compounds, the claimed compounds are 
antiestrogens. Applicant's argument was considered but not persuasive for the 
following reason. 

In order to overcome the rejection, the evidence must be commensurate in scope 
with the instant claims (see MPEP § 716.02(d))/ It is noted that the evidence is directed 
to the claimed compounds wherein Ri is hydrogen, R is ~(CH 2 )-0-R 4 . However, the 
genus taught by the reference is inclusive of other compounds encompassed by the 
instant claims. For example, the reference teaches 1 1^methoxymethyl-1 ,3,5(10)- 
estratriene-3,17/?-diol and an equivalent between Ci_ 6 alkoxymethyl and Cms 
acyloxymethyl groups in the 1 1mposition . 
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For this reason and those given in previous Office Actions, the rejection of claims 
1-6 and 13-38 under 35 USC 103(a) over Van den Broek et al. (US 3,972,906) is 
maintained.
